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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 1/22/04 is not fully responsive to the 
prior Office Action because of the following omission (s) or 
matter (s) regarding the election of species: 

A. Parameter. Applicants are to elect only one species 
and not three species of the parameter. For example, claim 15, 
which recites that the parameter is selected from one of those 
listed therein. 

B. Test peptides. Applicants are to elect a single length 
for the elected peptide as recited in e.g., claim* 20. 

Additionally, applicants are to elect whether the peptides 
in the first and second libraries comprise: 

(i) At least one amino acid position is nonvariable 

(ii) Limited number of possible amino acids as recited in 
claims 21 and 22. 

C. Culture media: 

(i) Chemically undefined (claim 24) 

(ii) Chemically defined 
Also whether the cell culture is: 

(i) Mammalian 

(ii) Insect 

(iii) Plant 

(iv) Fungal 
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(v) Yeast 

(vi) Protozoan 

(vii) Bacteria 

(Note that the claimed cells are actually generic cells, 
not species. Applicants are to elect a species of the elected 
genera listed above.)
